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Election/Restrictions 

Claims 189-239 and 241-335 are objected because it contains unreasonable 
number of species claimed failing to comply with 37 CFR § 1 .141 (a), which states that 
(a) Two or more independent and distinct inventions may not be claimed in 
one national application, ex-cept that more than one species of an invention, 
not to exceed a reasonable number, may be specifically claimed in different 
claims in one national application, provided the application also includes an 
allowable claim gen-eric to all the claimed species and all the claims to species 
in excess of one are written in dependent form (§ 1 .75) or otherwise include all 
the limitations of the generic claim. 
No claims are found to be generic to the numerous species that is possible. 
During the telephone interview of October 5, 2006 with applicant, Mr. John 
Larson, applicant has indicated that there are a number of combinations of the 
disclosed furniture support mechanism and a number of sliding furniture support 
mechanism as well as the number of combinations thereof which can be infinite. 

It has been difficult for the examiner to determine exactly what is presented and 
being claimed. Consequently, the following new restriction requirement is presented. 

Election of species 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: From the numerous combination disclosed in the specification, too many to 
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mention, applicant is required to elect one single embodiment or species by 

indicating exactly in the elected species the following features: 

1 . the number of legs or columns as well as corresponding figure(s); and 

2. the type of pivoting furniture support mechanism as well as corresponding 
figure(s) (i.e. shown in figures 10-12, or shown in figures 13A-13B, etc..) ; and/or 

3. the type of sliding furniture support mechanism as as corresponding figure(s). 

The species are independent or distinct because Inventions are directed to 
related products. The related inventions are distinct if the (1) the inventions as claimed 
are either not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of 
operation, function; or effect; (2) the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are 
mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. See 
MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the inventions as claimed have different design 
and mode of operation as with the different slides and pivoting supports and 
combination thereof disclosed. Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do not 
encompass overlapping subject matter and there is nothing of record to show them to 
be obvious variants. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, there are no generic claims.
